DEATH OF MURDER DEFENDANT 


Man Once Given Life Sentence for 


_ Potsoning Missourian Said to Have 


Died of Blood Polsoning.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 11.-— 
Persistent rumors that reports of 
the death of Randle Smith of Hart- 
ville, Mo., alleged slayer of Alfred 
are unfounded have caused 
Judge C. H. Skinker, of the Wright 


|| County Circuit Court, to appoint Rob- 


ert Lamar, a Houston (Mo.) attorney, 
to investigate circumstances § sur- 
rounding the supposed death of 
Smith. The latter was reported to 
have died suddenly last June at Wal- 


nut Ridge, Ark., the home of his 
parents, while awaiting a second 
trial on a charge of murdering Hut- 
setl. 

Smith was charged with having 
caused Hutsell’s death by poisoned 
whisky. He was convicted in the 
criminal court at Hartville and sen- 
tenced to a life term in the Missouri 
penitentiary. He was sent back to 
Hartville last June for a second trial 
after the Supreme Court reversed the 
findings of the lower court and or- 
dered a new trial Smith was re- 
leased under bond and went to Wal- 
nut Ridge, Ark. A week later he 
was reported to have died there from 
blood poisoning contracted from_an 
ulcerated tooth. 

Hutsell’s death was caused by 
whisky containing strychnine. Bad 
feeling existed between Smith and 
Hutsell Hutsell had filed a $10,000 
damage duit against Smith, alleging 
Smith had struck him on the head 
with a rock during a quarrel. The 
whisky was said to have been given 
to a friend by Smith, with instruc- 
tions to give it to Hutsell. 

Following his conviction at a spe- 
cial term of court, Smith was taken 
to Jefferson City in an automobile to 
avoid possible mob violence, as much 
feeling was aroused by Hutsell’s

I do not recall an in- 
stance in the last 20 years when 
prices were not at their lowest when 
the bulk of a crop was about to be 
marketed. It is stock-market his- 
tory that the producer loses in wild 
fluctuations while the gambler cleans 
up. The farmer, not knowing the 
game, is helpless. 

“In normal times, when the mar- 
ket is steady,” continued Capper, 
“trading in futures may not work a 
serious injury upon the producer, but 
he is certain to get the worst of it 
whon the market is going down, as it 
has been for the last three or four 
months. This is the practical evil of 
the game played in the world's great- 
est gambling institution—the Chi- 
cago, Board of Trade. It is wholly 
apart from.-the moral degeneracy, 
the failures, the suicides, that flow 
from. gambling in futures. In the 
bill which I have proposed, and 
which I shall push to the utmost of 
my ability, the evil is attacked solely 
on practical grounds.

“We hear no widespread complaint 
when gambling forces the market 
up, but it goes down as often as up, 
and it goes down at a time calculated 
to rob the producer. 

“Not only by false reports, but by 
the sheer force of great sales or pur- 
chases on paper, the gambler suc- 
ceeds in forcing the market his way. 
He is not content to take his chances: 
he stacks the cards. 

“It is a well-known fact that, 
when buyers need grain, perhaps to 
fill a large order from Europe, they 
start by selling millions of bushels 
they do not own. The market falls, 


then they buy the actual grain at a 
false but low price and ‘cover’ their 
short sales at the same time. When 


they want to sell actual grain, they 


begin by tremendous paper 


pur-| 


chases that boost the price, then they | 


‘spread’ their sales in various mar- 
kets and get rid of their actual! and 
option grain on the high market. 

“In each case the ‘piker’ gambler 
loses, for, not being on the inside, 
he does not know when to let go. In 
the first instance, in addition, 
producer is hurt by a low and arti- 
ficial price on his grain, and in the 
second instance the consume? is hurt 
by an artificial price on his flour. 


Icxplanation of Working of Grain 
Marketing System. 


“For the marketing of grain this 
country has developed what is said 
to be the most efficient and the 
cheapest system in the world 
Briefly, it works this way: First, the 
wheat goes from the farmer to the 
small town eleyator, from the ele- 
vator it goes to the grain dealers on 
the Board of Trade, from the Board 


of Trade it goes to the miller. Selling 


direct from the farmer to the miller 


would be ruinous to the farmer, for 


it would make him carry the risk of 
heating, insects, fire and other haz- 


ards until the mill got ready for his 


grain, It would also compel every 
farmer to be his own banker. 
“A Board of Trade is simply an 


association of a number of firms of 


grain dealers, generally at a termi- 
nal. Together they rent a room and 
in that room each firm has a table 
on which it shows samples of wheat 
it has for sale. This is the ‘cash,’ or 
‘spot’ business. 

“Then there is the ‘pit,’ so called 
because it consists of several steps, 
so that men can reach one anoth- 
er. Here the sales for future delivery, 


or ‘options,’ are made. These sales 
are all made through members of 


the board. On the ‘future’ contracts, 
a small sum, generally 5 or 10 cents 
a bushel, is advanced when the trade 


is made. This is the ‘margin.’ 


the Miller 
Against Advances. 


‘‘Now to get back to the miller, it 
must be remembered that to keep 
his mill running, he must sell flour 
to be delivered in 30, 60 or 90 days. 
Very few mills have either the stor- 
age or the capital to keep actual 
wheat enough for 90 days’ grinding. 
So your typical miller, to protect

price of wheat after he has sold the 
flour, results to a perfectly legiti- 
mate practice, made possible under 
our marketing system. 

‘This is the ‘hedge.’ Through his 
agent on the Board of Trade the 


‘miller buys, for delivery, say in 90 


days, the amount of wheat requireG 
to fill his flour order. When it 
comes time to deliver the flour, he 
buys wheat to be set down as near 
as possible to his mill, at the then 
market price. He then sells in the 
pit his previously acquired option. 
Thus, if wheat has gone up,.any loss 
incurred in the purchase of the ac- 
tual grain for grinding is offset by 
the gain on the ‘future’ deal. If the 
miller could not protect himself 
against market fluctuations in this 
way, he would have to add to his 
milling profit the cost of carrying 
the risk. 

“The big operator, with the great 
capital and large storage, does not 
need the hedge. But for the emall 
operator it saves tying up a larKe 
amount of capital for long periods, 
it saves storage and, above all, it 
eliminates the risk. If the practice 
is not abused, the use of the future 
market as a hedge lessens the mar- 
gin of handling between the pro- 
ducer and the consumer.

What is in his mind and What sus- 
tains his faith is that we are proceeding along 
the way we must go. An ocasional setback or 
explosion along that way is no more going to 
turn us back than the people who traveled the 
Oregon trail were turned back by an occas- 
ional Indian attack. Oregon was still there, 
and somewhere ahead of us peace is waiting.

AID FOR HANDICAPPED 
CHILDREN 1S URGED 


| Central Council of Social Agencies 

: . | Points Out Benefit to 
Fine filled §) All Pupils. 

Special aid for handicapped chil-| 
dren was urged in a resolution adopt- | 
ed by the Central Council of Social | 
Agencies at a meeting Friday at the 
Chamber of Commerce. In justifi- 
cation of the principle of State aid, 
the council pointed out that such’ 
children cannot be properly minis- 
tered to unless they are given spe- 
cially trained teachers and a special 
curriculum of work in small classes. 

By the removal of defective chil- 
dren from the regular grades, the 
council states, the retardation is cut 
down and normal children are di- 
rectly benefited as the grades are re- 
lieved of pupils who hamper the 
school work. The extra expense is 
counteracted by the increased effi- 
. clency in the regular grades, it was 
declared. 

The resolution states that in view 
of the fact that the executive officers 
of the State Department of Instruc- 
tion are said to disapprove the prac- 
tice of giving special aid out of the 
general school revenues for the sup- 
port of special classes of handicapped 
children, the council goes on record 
as being heartily in favor of the 
principle of special afd in the spe- 
cial class education act enacted b) 
the Legislature in 1919. The reso- 
lution also deprecates any attempt 
to change this principle of the act 
and thus destroy its force, and also 
announces that it will make every 
legitimate effort to prevent any such 
change. 

Copies of the resolution were sent 
to Gov.-elect Arthur M. Hyde, E. M 
Carter, president of the State Teach- 
ers’ Association and the State Super 
intendent of Schools. 


RATES FOR STEAM HEAT UP 
24 CENTS PER 1000 POUNDS 


106 Firms and Office Buildings Af- 
fected by Order; Increases Com- 
pany’s Revenue $246,000 Yearly. 
An order increasing the rate paid 

to the Union Blectric Light and 

Power Co. for steam heat from an 

average of 57.6 cents per 1000 

pounds, to 81.6 cents, was hande« 

down by the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission Friday. 

The order affects 106 business 
firms and office buildings in the 
downtown district. It will increase 
the revenue of the company approxi- 
mately $246,000 a year, which is 
$65,000 less than asked. 

The company declared that its 
‘steam rates have been unprofitable 
'for several years, and that the rates 
asked contemplated no return on 
plant investment. It declared that 
its cost of producing steam heat last 
year was $1.10 per 1000 pounds. 

The users of steam combined to 
oppose fixing of a rate by the com- 
mission, which now supersedes con- 
tracts between the individual users 


‘and the company.

| The St. Louis Art Museum has re-

if they haven’t real homes today, a 
holy observance of the Sabbath will 
help them to correct the condition 
more. than anything I know. If 
masses of the workers have reached 
such straits, it is because the sacred- 
ness has gone out of human life. The 
best way to restore that sacredness is 
to quit desecrating the Sabbath. - 

“The Sabbath,” he continued, 
“must be kept sacred or be lost en- 
tirely. If commercialism is allowed 
to encroach upon it here and there, 
it will soon become entirely commer- 
cial and it will not even be a holiday. 
Keeping 10,000 traction employes 
busy in order to give the masses an 
outing is not God’s way of observing 
Sabbath. It is Mammon’s way of 
securing its annihilation. 

“We are accused sometimes,” he 
concluded, “of trying to take the sun 
out of Sunday. That is exactly what 
the Sabbath desecrators are doing, 
and we are trying to bring i[t back.

Property rights must be safe- 
guarded, and if the nation’s housing 
conditions are to be restored to nor- 
mal, everything possible must be 
done to encourage the flow of cap- 
ital through these channels of in- 
vestment, and not divert it elsewhere 
adverse legislation

tate investments. 

‘The first consideration of capi- 
tal seeking investment is safety. Eef- 
forts, therefore, to attract capital at 
of interest 
be viewed with distrust. 
The two great dangers of a too high 
interest rate may be epitomized as 
follows: 

“a. orporation paying an 
flated price for capital is endang 
ing its future security. The 
chasing power of the dollar is 
about one-half what it was five 
years ago, which means that a cor- 
poration must borrow twice as much 
money to meet the same ends as 
if, 
in addition, it pays an inflated in- 
terest charge it is indulging in prac- 
tices that must weaken the financial 
structure and place the safety of its 
Obligations in jeopardy. 

“2. Exorbitant interest rates nec- 
essarily encourage profiteering. 
Thus, where too high 
to attract - capital it necessarily 
means unjust and inflated rents be- 
yond the ability and willingness of 
the public to pay. 

“The tendency, therefore, to keep 
the interest rates on high-grade first 
mortgage investments at a conserva- 
tive figure will rebound to the ulti- 
mate benefit the entire building 
Situation.

He received the [full force of a current of 13,500 volts 
when he accidenially touched'a live switch in the sub- 
station at Vandeventer and Enright, on Oct. 2 last. 
He was saved by associates, who promptly Knoc: ed him 
loose from the switch bar with a piece of scantling 
and who then @y lied the method mentioned, known us 
the Schaeffer pioné pressure system, until respiration 
was restored. To the fact that work was 
started on him within 15 seconds is due 
ihe fact that Kreuter is alive today. 

The current he withstood can be com- 
pared to that of 2380 volts which is used 
in the electric chair at Sing Sing Prison, 
which has always proved immediately 
deadly, except in the case of Police Lieu- 
tenant Becker, executed after the murder * 
of the gambler, Herman Rosenthal. Either 
Becker's wonderful physique or the fact 
that the metal bruin cap of the apparatus 
was badly adjusted caused a hitch in his 
execution.

“Brown and Cunningham caught me as | fell and’ 


dragged me to the middle of the floor. They had been 
taught the need of haste and they tell me they did 
not stop to unbutton suspenders or any garments. 
They tore the clothes from me by main force and turned 
me face downward, with my forehead regting by 
my fright forearm and my left arm stretched by miy 
side. 

“This pressure system is a means of doing’ by phys- 
ical force what the body automatically performs while 
it is functioning.

My right foot was not only 
burned, but one of the toes was prac- 
tically scorched off. 

“My chief sensation, however, as | 
slowly came back to understanding, was 
a sort of sudden sinking sensation at the 
abdomen at intervals, as though I was 
falling off a precipice. When I first re- 
covered, the effects of the electric cur- 
rent were still felt in a sharp prickling 
all over my body, as if I was being rap- 
idly touched with the points of needles. 
But the sensation of falling continued 
after this passed away. 

“For three or four days and nights. 
whenever [| went to. sleep, I would 
awaken with a convulsive twitch of 
the whole body and with a sensation as 
if I ws falling from the bed. I could 
not sleep well until about the fourth 
day, when exhaustion “overcame me. 
Singularly enough, it was when the 
nervousness commenced to wear off that I first sharp- 
ly felt the pain of my burns. 

“This left arm is still suppurating. Some a the 
burns have not entirely healed and are still very sore. 
My hand is much improved and I can manage to hobble 
around the hallways now, in spite of a sore foot. The 
ball of the foot was deeply impressed into the concrete 
flooring and is badly burned in consequence.”

OR years and years I had heard it—that 
women would not vote: The burden of my 
speech as I went up and down my State for 
woman sjffrage was'to prove that women 
did vote, wherever and whenever they had 
a chance. But where they did it was always 
a long way off. Maybe across the river, over 


in Illinois, or away out West in Kansas, or some other 


far-dis'ant spot. Everybody knew that Missouri wom- 
en would never go near the polls, 

As I canvassed the plains of the Southeast or trudged 
through the rich gumbo of its swampland. ‘people told 
me about it..!I penetrated the highways and byways, 
held meetings in crossroads churches and schoolhousea 
and was haunted by the fear of it. I traversed the 
hills of the Ozarks by train, by automobile, by freight 
wagon, mail hack and horseback, and still the spectre 
of the thought was with me. I visited the cities and 
attended meetings Where the burden of all the plaints 
were—just how to get the Missouri women to the polls. 

If we are told a thing often enough we come to be- 
lieve it. If a fear is constantly given voice, one be- 


comes obsessed by it—doubting it and refuting it,. 


maybe, but still fearful of it. 

But campaigning in the Ozarks is not all doubt and 
fear and drudgery. There were frequent high- spots— 
little incidents adding romange and adventure. A 
noonday lunch, for instance, mid breath-taking scen- 
ery, in Iron County, at Elephant Rock, or the camp 


fires in Madison County, with a midnight. spread. And’ 


there“ were the miles and miles of pleasant roads in 
Newton County, with a woman driver who knew every 
inch of them—herself a campaigner who had the habit 
of drawing up at just the right place for dainty lunches 
and good dinners. 

And there were thrills, too, like plowing by train 
through seas of water backed up by the Mississippi into 
a couple of southern counties, or getting stuck by auto- 
mobile in the Black River of Reynolds County, or 
driving around dizzy curves of cliff-bound roads in 
Shannon County. And I could add something about the 
hoot of the owls and the howl of the wolves of my 
home county of Wayne, and how Ahey sound when re- 
turning from a meeting by horseback, alone, 10 Miles 
from home. b 

Oh, there wasn't a dull moment. Not one. 

If only the women would vote. If they only would! 

Finally, the great day came—Nov. 2, 1920—the day 
that took Missouri women and millions of ofhers to 
the polls for the first time in tWeir lives. 

I had-resolved to be early. Maybe the first one there. 
All night long I was awake at intervals, thinking, sor- 
rowfully, about the women who were not going to vote. 
Everybody knew that, at the last moment, they would 
simply refuse to go to the polls, and I planned what 
I should say to this one and that one so as to have her 
see her duty and vote. 

But, early. as I was, I met a Democratic neighbor 
returning. She had already voted. “Uh-huh!” ghe said. 
“It takes a Democrat to get ahead of you. And to- 
morrow you'll be further behind than you are this 
morning.” 

“Just you wait and see,” said a Republican who rode 
up at that moment. as 

“Sure,” said the woman. “That's what I’m telling 
you. Just wait and see.” é 

We laughed and rode on to the rural schoolhouse 
where our precinct does its voting. As we neared, I 
thrilled with excitement to see teams tied to trees, 
saddled horses, reins down, standing about, and men 
and women arriving on foot from various directions. 

A yotng Republican widow drove her own team and 
brought her neighbor and her neighbor's baby. A 
Democrat brought a wagon load of neighbor adherents 
to his own party, while a jolly little woman, determin- 
edly true to the traditional steed of Democracy, rode 
her own mule and posed for her picture amid much 
good-natured merriment. 

But the men and women, generally, who had planned

it was feared that distance or disinclination would keep 
them away.

The Romance and. Toil of Pulling Snags 
River

That innocent-looking limb which just sticks out of the water 
flowing past it may be the top of a giant tree, and weigh 
more than a hundred tons—Two Government snag boats, 
with headquarters at St. Louis, combat the obstructions 
as far as New Orleans -O- -O- -O- -O- 


NAVIGABLE river is one of sufficient width 


This definition, at least, might be given 
by men connected with the Government's 
river service. Jetties and revetments give 
important help to sailors of the inland wa- 
terways, as do the lightS and other aids 
iO navigation. But with snags sticking their ugly noses 
out of the water, or lurking with grim readiness be- 
neath the surface, river travel becomes more and more 
hazardous until finally it must be given up altogether. 

The story of the snag boat, its routine ) work, its 
hazards and the romance occasionally hauled dripping 
out of the water, is not known to many persons but 
those actually connected with it. The picturesque life 
of early days upon river craft carrying passengers and 
freight will live in various books, not least among them 
by Mark Twain, 
as a pilot before he became eminent in literature. 


Snags were being pulled out of the Mississippi River 
in Mark Twain's time, although not quite so scien- 
tifically as it is done now. Snags still are being pulled 
out of the river, save when appropriations run out. 
And snags must continue to be pllled out until the end 
of time, or until the Mississippi has a differert kind 
of banks, say the rivermen. 

For the banks are mostly sand, with forests or wood- 
ed farmland on each side. As the river gnaws away the 
crumbling banks, it undermines the trees. The trees 


‘fall into the river, generally with the earth attached 


and combining with the roots to form a large, heavy 
clump at one end. Getting into the channel, either 
from being pushed there by-the current or from a 
swing of the restless Mississippi bringing the channel 
to them, these trees obstruct navigation effectively. 


The river between St. Louis (or rather from where 

the Missouri empties into the Mississippi) and New 
Orleans is given a snagless channel by the work ef 
two snag boats, the J. N. Macomb and the H. G. Wright, 
both boats having their headquarters in St. Louis, 
which is also headquarters of the Mississippi River 
Commission. At present Congress appropriates $100,- 
000 annually for pulling snags out of the Mississippi. 
The boats carry almost 50 men each. 
- Efforts to build up river traffic, which private cap- 
ital undertook in earnest some half dozen years ago 
and in which the Federal Government engaged as a 
war measure, are just now receiving still more atten- 
tion from experts, because of the influence which cheap 
water transportation will have on the high cost of 
living. 

Since the snags point downstream, it might be sup- 
posed that a vessel going downstream could pass over 
them unharmed, that only a boat going upstream would 
have a hole ripped in its bottom by snags. But as a 


rule the snags are so firmly anchored to the bottom, 


embedded sometimes to a depth of 20 feet in the sand, 
that the direction of the unfortunate vessels makes no 
difference. 

And the worst snags are not the ones recently car- 
ried away from the bank and lodged in the channel, 
but water-logged, stubbornly held snags which have 
rested in the same spot for many years and have just 
been / partially uncovered by a flood or disinterred 
and brought into the channel by a shitting of the river 
bed, such as Mississippi

the well between the double bows, pass under the bout 
und float harmlessly downsiream. 

The roots, which will not float, are carried by the 

boat to deep water and there dropped overboard, to 
remain harmless on the bottom, slowly sinking more 
and more deeply into the mud. When cut into these 
20-fvot lengths, the trunk portions of all spags except 
such hardwoods as oak, walnut and sycamore float 
gway downstream. 
It is no infrequent thing for gasoline launches to 
follow a snag boat and catch the logs into which 
snags are sawed, which they tie together, tow to a 
mill and sell for good prices. When snagging is good, 
these “gas boats,” as the rivermen call them, some- 
times make as much as $100 or $150 a day. 

Chains and heavy cables play a large part in pulling 
out the snags and handling them for the saw and the 
final disposal. The hazard of the work is mostly here, 
for the snags are wet and awkward to handle, some- 
times very heavy (the largest destroyed by the J. N. 
Maeomb was estimated to weigh 120 tons, and the aver- 
age weight is 40 tons), and decayed trunk or limb 
sometimes breaks in the chains, bringing danger to all 
the men near. In the last 20 years, four men have 
been killed while at work on the Macomb, and the 
number of those who received serious injuries is esti- 


mated to have been between 50 and 60. _— 


As an indication of what the snag boat must sub- 


due, its “Samson” chain consists of links made from 
2 1-2 inch round iron, and each link weighs 28 
pounds. The smaller chain ordinarily used is often 


aroken by the unexpeqated weight of a snag which 
doesn't look like much when the job starts, but which 
proves to be an exceedingly long, heavy trunk. Then 
the “Samson” chain is put to work. 

The snag boats also remove wrecks. Such work is 
often permeated with romance. While there aren’t any 
Spanish galleons to be raised, with their gold bullion 
and pieces of eight, nor any scuttled pirate craft, the 
snag boats have removed the wrecks of vessels which 
sank so long ago that even their names are forgotten. 
Such work is not done in a quest for adventure or a 
search for variety, but fits in with the routine work 
of these boats: to keep the channel open for navi- 
gation. ™ 

There was, for example, the big packet steamer, John 
Simonds, which was sunk at Bessie Landing, Ark., on 
April 6, 1862, and which was wrecked by the Macomb 
on Aug. 23, 1911, or practically half a century later. 
The vessel probably would still be resting underneath 
the water, had not a vagary of the river brought her 
into the channel, where she was a menace to traffic. 

The John Simonds was one of those vessels which 
do not seem to be particularly harmed by their long 
years of immersion. According to Capt. Krementz.

and wooden parts.of a wreck. But when it becomes 
covered with mud, the process of decay will practically 
destroy both in time. 

In discussing the crooked and shifting current of 
the Mississippi River Capt. Krementz mentioned one 
stretch of the river which is, perhaps, unique among 
inland waterways. In the trip from Arkansas City, 
Ark., to Greenville, Miss., which is 40 miles by water 
and 20 miles by land, a boat has to travel every point 
of the compass twice before she has finished the trip. 

In destroying wrecks, besides the dynamite men- 
tioned above, the snag boat employs a grapnel hook, 
or dragging hook, which weighs 1500 pounds and which 
is attached to the “Samson” chain.
